as is consistent with palatable beer 
most of the brewers of th e nation 
will be found ready and willing to 
lend every assistance

SECRETARY OF NAVY DID NOT 
MENTION MITCHELL S

By WILLIAM MCAVOY 
(United Press Staff Correspondent) 
Washington, Sept. 22.— A flat de­ 
nial of Colonel William 
Mitchell’s 
charges of maladministration of the 
navy air service wus made today by 
Secretary of the Navy Wilbur before 
the special aircraft board. 
" T h e United States navy,” Wilbur 
declared, “ is at present organized to 
bandie Its air arm. 
The system is 
working 
smoothly, efficiently 
and 
economically.** 
Wilbur did not mention Mitchell’s 
name, hut reiterated his objection to 
th e establishment of an Independent 
air force, contending that the navy 
air corps was an Integral part of 
I Ile fleet. 
’ Aviation can hest accomplish Its 
tactical nm! strategical 
missions,** 
Wilbur sold, "by operating as an in­ 
tegral part of the navy and not os 
an independent arm. 
"Naval aviation Is today organiz­ 
ed as an Integral part of th e navy 
and constitutes an arm thereof in 
the same manner as of battleships, 
cruisers, destroyers, submarine!! and 
minelayers. 
"The mistake of 
establishing 
a 
separate departm ent or corps would 
be well nigh Irreparable. Air forces 
form an essential part of the fabric 
of th e navy itself and its adm inis­ 
tration and organization 
like 
all 
other adm in istrative problems will, 
if unmolested by outside Influences, 
be solved with the same efficiency 
and with tile same happy result as 
has been obtained in similar prob­ 
lems in tile past.” 
Wilbur said the present agitation 
in regard to the air forces of the 
navy was similar to that which oc­ 
curred In connection With the devel­ 
opment and the utility of the des­ 
troyer and submarine 
forces 
and 
gunnery itself. 
Again stressing the necessity

the air force as an auxillary to the

"In order that it may be employed 
with Its greatest fighting efficiency 
and usefulness in a naval battle, it 
must be thoroughly Imbued w ith the 
navy itself, its methods and tactics 
In battle. 
It cannot be trained by 
einy organisation except the navy it­ 
self. 
The navy requires Its own air 
forces as a part of its very being and 
as a vital element In a naval battle,” 
The usefulness of dirigibles, Wil­ 
bur said, "remains in an u n d eter­ 
minable stage,” due to the wreck of 
Hie Shenandoah.

SECRETARY OF NAVY DID NOT 
MENTION MITCHELL’S 
NAME 


By WILLIAM MCAVOY 
(U nited Press Staff Correspondent) 
W ashington, Sept. 22.— A flat de­ 
nial of Colonel W illiam 
M itchell's 
charges of m aladm inistration of the 
navy air service was made today by 
Secretary of the Navy W ilbur before 
the special aircraft board. 
“The United States navy,” W ilbur 
declared, “ is at present organized to 
handle its air arm. 
The system is 
w orking 
sm oothly, efficiently 
and 
econom ically.” 
W ilbur did not m ention M itchell’s 
name, but reiterated his objection to 
the establishm ent of an independent 
air force, contending that the navy 
air corps was an integral part of 
the fleet. 
‘ A viation can best accom plish its 
tactical and strategical 
m issions,” 
W ilbur said, “by operating as an in­ 
tegral part of the navy and not as 
an independent arm. 
“ Naval aviation is today organiz­ 
ed as an Integral part of the navy 
and constitutes an arm thereof In 
the same manner as of battleships, 
cruisers, destroyers, subm arines and 
m inelayers. 
“The m istake of 
establishing 
a 
separate department or corps would 
be well nigh irreparable. Air forces 
form an essential part of the fabric 
of the navy itself and its adm inis­ 
tration and organization 
like 
all 
other adm inistrative problems w ill, 
lf unm olested by outside Influences, 
be solved 
with the same efficiency 
and with the same happy result as 
has been obtained in sim ilar prob­ 
lems In the pust.” 
W ilbur said the present agitation 
n regard to the air forces of the 
navy was similar to th a t which oc­ 
urred in connection with the devel­ 
opment and the utility of the des­ 
troyer and submarine 
forces 
and 
gunnery Itself. 
Again stressing the necessity 
of 
the air force as an auxillary to the 
fleet W ilbur declared 
the 
employ­ 
ment of aviation In a 
Hea 
battle 
must be “ wholly dissimilar from its 
method of emplyoinent in 
a 
land 
battle.” 
“ In order that it may be employed 
with its greatest fighting efficiency 
and usefulness in a naval battle, it 
must be thoroughly Imbued w ith the 
navy itself, its methods and tactics 
In battle. 
It cannot be trained by 
any organization except the navy it­ 
self. 
The navy requires Its own air 
forces as a part of Its very being and 
as a vital element In a naval b attle.” 
The usefulness of dirigibles, W il­ 
bur said, “ remains In an undeter­ 
minable stage,” due to the wreck of 
the Shenandoah. 
Figures 
submitted 
by 
W ilbur 
show the navy now has 639 planes 
and a personnel of 623 officers and 
3,350 enlisted men. 
He spoke at 
length on the present u n d erta k in g 
of the air service 
aud 
announced 
that emergency landing fields were 
to be established at all navy yards 
th roughout the country. 
Secretary 
Wilbur 
discussed 
air 
operations In the ruffian 
war 
in 
Morocco to support his 
argum ents 
that airplanes are an ^auxillary arm, 
quoting from a report by General 
Nlesel, chief of the French air ser­ 
vice. 
The report said: 
“ The air service force is satisfac­ 
torily fulfilling its mission 
as 
an 
auxiliary arm. 
The airplane is not 
an independent agent of warfare. It 
is an auxiliary army, about the fifth. 
We must have infantry to occupy the 
ground.”

figured out that interest charges, if paid long enough, would prob­ 
ably soon equal the original debt. 
So at the last session the city council at one fell swoop or­ 
dered a tax levy, a heavy one at that, intended to get the town 
out of debt at the earliest possible moment. The tax levy has been 
jumped from $42,750 of last year, to $66,050. This is the highest 
levy ever made in the town and overtops the figures of 1923, which 
were $49,250. A fund is to be built up for retirement of the city’s 
bonded indebtedness.

can is placed between flies'- two 
rollers and they are operated by 
a small screw. 
The two metal 
handles which control the sharp­ 
ened wheels arc held with the left 
hand, and the screw is turned with 
the right hand.

thus worked around the edge of 
the can. 
It 
cuts smoothly and 
evenly, entirely removing the lid 
and leaving no jagged edges. 
Another, more elaborate type of 
opener is screwed to the edge ai 
the table or to a shelf above tho 
sink, much as a meat-grinder is 
attached. 
The can is held so that 
its rim is between the two cutting 
knives, and they are worked by a 
handle operated with a rotary mo­ 
tion. 
In using this type of opener, 
it is advisable to place a saucer 
under the can, as a small amount 
of the liquid it contains is liable to 
spill over. 
Since these openers do not come 
in direct contact with the food, it 
is not necessary to wash them, and 
they can therefore he screwed to 
the table or shelf and remain as 
a permanent fixture. 
It has already been pointed out 
that these improved openers leave 
a smooth, straight edge, which will 
not 
endanger 
the hands 
of

vantage in this, for the foods will 
not he jagged. and broken

Pittsburgh will win th** world’s series from W a sh­ 
ington if ib»* Pirates and the Senators art* successful in winning th** major 
league pennants, main smart National league men believe. 
Their opinion is 
not bused entirely upon loyalty or influenced by prejudice. 
Mom! (3 iii** members of * Ii*- New* York Giants, for instance, figure that 
the 
Pirates ar** too fast and hit too hard 
for the Senators. 
Six of the nine 
New York players win* w ere asked for their opinion, said they would back 
Pittsburgh to win. 
The other three thought tho Senators would win bn 
steadiness and on the perfection of their inner defense. 


Those of th** Giants who like the chances of the Pirates and other base­ 
ball men who pick tin* Pittsburgh team to win figure it this way: 
Th** Pirates will be a stronger club against the Senators this fall than 
the 
Giants were last year. 
T h e Senators 
beat the Giants on luck last year 
and 
if the Pirates are stronger then the 
Giants it will take more luck to 
bent them. 
American league supporters will not agree that luck gave the Senators 
the 1924 world s championship, hut they will agree that the Giants did not 
get es many breaks as the American league champions did. 
That argum ent brings up the old question —what are breaks? 
It also 
repeats tho theory that a good team m akes its own breaks anil the a r g u ­ 
ment never gets anywhere. 
It is a m a tte r Of record, however, that the Senators won the w-orld’s Be­ 
vies bist year when two bits took a wild freakish hound over Freddy Lind- 
stro m ’s head in the deciding game of the series and let in the tying and 
winning runs. 
Pitsthurgh filii will lay you odds that no such hits will get away from 
the rangy “ Pie” Travnor.

The series this year with Pittsburgh, Washington or Philadelphia f u r ­ 
nishing the entertainm ent may he even more popular because it is sure to 
bring oui some great baseball and regardless of the opponents there will he 
two popular teams in the battle. 
The whole country was pulling for Washington last year because, even 
In New York, the fans wanted to see the Giants beaten. 
This year opinion 
is sure to be divided and it is the difference of opinion that develope the in­ 
terest In any sport.

Pirates had attained the mathematical certainty, saluted them as the win­ 
ners and said they were a fine ball club ami deserved to win.

They were pennant stale and 
they knew it. 
The Giants are not going to crack next season like the New York Yan­ 
kees did this year. 
It is quite certain that the Giants will be up there next 
year because McGraw is always building with an eye to the future.

Pittsburgh will win the world’s series from W a sh­ 
ington if the Pirates and the Senators are successful in winning the major 
league pennants, many smart National league men believe. 
Their opinion is 
not based entirely upon loyalty or influenced by prejudice. 
Most of the members of the New York Giants, for instance, figure that 
the Pirates are too fast and hit too hard for the Senators. 
Six of the nine 
New York players who were asked for their opinion, said they would hack 
Pittsburgh to win. 
The other three thought tho Senators would win on 
steadiness and on the perfection of their inner defense. 


Those of the Giants who like tho chances of the P irates and other base­ 
ball men who pick the Pittsburgh team to win figure it this way: 
Tho Pirates will he a stronger club against the Senators this fall than 
tho Giants were last year. 
Tho Senators heat the Giants on luck last year 
nnd if the Pirates are stronger than the Giants it will take more luck to 
heat them. 
American league supporters will not agree that luck gave the Senators 
the 1924 world's championship, b ut they will agree that the Giants did not 
get as many breaks as tho American longue champions did. 
That argument brings tip the old question—what are breaks? 
It also 
repeats the theory that a good team makes its own breaks and the a r g u ­ 
ment never gets anywhere. 
It is a m a tte r of record, however, flint the Senators won the world’s se­ 
ries last year when two hits took a wild freakish hound over Freddy Lind- 
strom's head in the deciding game of the series and let in the tying and 
winning runs. 
Pitstburgh fans will lay you odds that no such hits will get away from 
the rangy “ Pie" Traynor.

The whole country was pulling for Washington last year because, even 
in New York, the fans wanted to see the Giants beaten. 
This year opinion 
is sure to he divided and it is the difference of opinion that develop? the in­ 
terest in any sport.
